SUBJECT: GERMAN MEDIA REACTIOH TO INDOCHINESE

BEGIN SUMMARY: WEST GERMAN MEDIA 

REACTION TO THE EVOLVING SITUATION IN INDOCHINA HAS 

BEEN FOR THE MOST PART SOBER AND RESTRAINED. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT POINT FOR GERMAN COMMENTATORS 
HAS BEEN THE PAR ALT .FI .-OR LACK THEREOF— BETWEEN WHAT 
HAPPENED IN INDOCHINA AND WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN IN EUROPE. 
MOST COMMENTATORS TOOK PAINS TO EMPHASIZE THAT THE 
U.S. WITHDRAWAL FROM INDOCHINA AND CONGRESS’S 
UNWILLINGNESS TO VOTE ADDITIONAL MILITARY AID TO THE 
REGION DO NOT PRESAGE A U.S. ABANDONMENT OF EUROPE. 
HOWEVER, THE MERE FACT THAT SO MANY COMMENTATORS FELT IT 
NECESSARY TO ADDRESS THE ISSUE PROBABLY REFLECTS 
WIDESPREAD UNEASINESS. 

REASSURING STATEMENTS BY THE PRESIDENT, THE SECRETARY 
AND OTHER AMERICAN LEADERS RECEIVED A GOOD PLAY. HEAVY 
MEDIA COVERAGE TODAY (APRIL 30) WAS DIRECTED 
TOWARDS THE FACT OF SOUTH VIETNAM’S CAPITULATION AND AN 
INTERPRETATION OF WHAT THAT CAPITULATION MEANS FOR 
AMERICA. ITCONCENTRATED ON THE FAILURE OF AMERICAN 
POLICY IN VIETNAM AND ON THE 
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SACRIFICE OF AMERICAN LIVES AND MONEY. END SUMMARY 
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1. DIE WELT (RIGHT-CENTER) BY HERBERT KREMP: "UGLINESS 
AT THE END" "...IT IS CLEAR WHAT WILL BECOME OF INDO- 
CHINA. WHAT IS NOT SO CLEAR, HOWEVER, IS WHAT 
CONSEQUENCES THE AMERICANS WILL DRAW. THE SOUTHEAST 
ASIAN WAR HAS DEEPLY INFLUENCED THE DOMESTIC POLICY OF 
THE WESTERN POWER. AMERICA HAS SUFFERED ITS MOST SEVERE 
DEFEAT SINCE ITS CIVIL WAR.... THE WAR IN VIETNAM IS A 
LESSON. THE COMMUNISTS TOOK TO HEART THAT THERE IS NO 
REPLACEMENT FOR VICTORY. WHILE THE AMERICANS PAID NO 
HEED TO THIS.. .WASHINGTON SOUGHT TO SAVE ITS HONOR

LINE UNDER THE VIETNAM CHAPTER. THE PARIS AGREEMENT. 
SIGNED BY KISSINGER. WAS NOTHING BUT AN ALIBI FOR U.S. 
WITHDRAWAL. FROM THE VERY FIRST MOMENT THE COMMUNISTS

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4. RHEINISCHE POST (PRO-CDU), BY CLAUS-DIETRICH MOEHRKE: 
"...THE U.S. HAS LOST 56,000 HUMAN LIVES, MANY MORE 
WOUNDED AND SACRIFICED MORE THAN 150 BILLION DOLLARS. 
DOESN'T THAT COUNT ANY LONGER TODAY? IS WHAT REMAINS 
ONLY THE SHAME OF HAVING BEEN OUSTED AND THE RANCOROUS 
ECHO THAT THE UNHEROIC EHD OF THE VIETNAMESE DRAMA 
WILL CALL FORTH IN MANY PLACES? DOES THERE REMAIN A

POLITICAL SOLUTION WAS NO LOHGER WITHIN REACH IN 
VIETNAM. EVEN WITHOUT AMERICA'S WITHDRAWAL AND THE 
END OF MILITARY AID THE THIEU REGIME WHICH WAS 
ROTTEN IN ITS CORRUPTION AND MISMANAGEMENT WOULD HAVE 
COLLAPSED. MOST OF ALL IT IS NECESSARY THAT THE 
VIETNAM DISASTER BE ACKNOWLEDGED AS A DEFEAT BY THE 
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RESPONSIBLE POLITICIANS IN WASHINGTON IN THE LONG RUN, 
REPRESSING AND COVERING UP THIS FACT WOULD BE A 
DOMESTIC BURDEN. AS PRESIDENT FORD SAID, AMERICA MUST
